The colored 
waiters were Blacks in the Moorish white 
burnoose and turban. 

As a result of this delightful evening, 
it is the hope of the Artists' Club of 
Denver that something of the lavish ap- 



preciation and the extravagant love for 
art, and the generous expenditure of 
time and talents and of gold for all that 
was beautiful that marked those Renais- 
sance days, may inspire men and women 
of this day — that we may indeed have art, 
more art! 
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
